‘Co-operation in Russiq”’ 


The lecture given by Mr. A. A. 
Syssoloff in the U.F.A. hall on Fri- 
day evening was very well attended 
and proved to be very interesting. 
This was the speaker's first platform 
appearance in Wetaskiwin, and his 
address on Co-operation in Russia 
was delivered in a masterful and 
scholarly manner. The address was 
given through an interpreter, Mr. A. 
A. Nizoff, of the University of Alber- 
ta, who proved a very capable assist- 
ant. 

Mr. Syssoloff outlined briefly 
pionéer efforts of the Consumers’ 
Co-operative Movement in Great 
Britain, under the Rockdale plan, and 
their struggle and trials to put into 
effect their belief in certain funda- 
mental principles which the lecturer 
said are still the recognized princi- 
ples of the great English and Scott- 
ish Co-operatives. He stated that 
the Russian movement copied the 
English plan, and its growth, while 
slow at first, developed into enor- 
mous proportions up to 1917, when 
the Soviet government seized the or- 
ganization, and its functions as a co 
operatively owned organization ceas- 
ed. At this date there were 25,000 
cooperative stores-spread over Russia 
and Siberia, with a membership of 
9,000,060 persons. Also the  Co- 
operative Credit Associations, which 
were another of their cooperatively 


the 


owned organizations had 30,000 bran- 
ches with 4,500,000 members. The 
lecturer said that 60% of the Rus 
sian population were members of 
these co-operatives, They also had 
17,006 creameries with 6,500,000 
members. All of Which, the lecturer 
said, owed their existence to 
Russian people’s belief in the pr 
ples of consumers and pre 
operation, 

He also related many 
events in Russian history, 
red to the formation of the first par- 
liamentary Bovernment in 1905, af- 
ter which the co-operative movement 
made its greatest strides in growth. 
He also related the fall of the Emper- 
ors rule in Feb, 1917. 

Mr; Syssoloff said consumers’ co- 
operation needs to be developed in 
Canada. Self-help by the people 
themselves would go a long way to 
solve their Problems, and this was 
one method Whereby they could do 
something which would develop the 
community, state and nation with- 
out any harmful effects, all of y 
would be good and beneficial. 

He was warmly applauded at the 
end of his speech and severa] ques- 
Hons were asked and answered. He 
signified he was prepared to give hig 
assistance and the benefit of his past 
experiance towards the future de.

DANGER LURKS FOR _ 
WORKERS IN RADIUM PLANTS 


Port Hope, Ont.—Every precaution 
has been taken to assure the safety 
of workmen in Canada’s only radium 
refinery, which is now operating 
here. For radium, although the great- 
est cancer cure known, is deadly poi- 
son, , 

From the radium, gas emanates 
constantly. Too, there are radia- 
tions which bum. Hence, precau- 
tions are necessary. In the tiny 
tubes containing the mineral are 
fine platinum wires which “ground” 
the radiations. And fans every- 
where carry the poisoned air from 
the factory and laboratory to the 
outdoors. , 

Even the pitchblende, the tar-like 
substance from which the mineral is 
derived, is dangerous because of its 
dust. That is why, according to M. 
L. Pochon, French scientist, who is 
in charge of the local refinery, min- 
ers at Great Bear Lake use wet drills 
That is why, too, men who grind 
the pitchblende at the factory here 
will operate their machines only one 
day in seven weeks. 


Each Saturday Mr. Pochon ex- 
plained to the Canadian Press, two 
men will be taken from the plant to 
grind the week’s supply of pitch- 
blende. And the same two men will 
only be required to perform their 
dangerous work once in seven years. 

For more than twenty years Mr. 
Pochon has dared death in handling 
this dangerous substance. Five men 
started the study of radium with 
him in Paris. He is the sole surviv- 
or. The rest died from pernicious 
anemia and cancerous conditions 
brought about by inhaling radium 
emanations and by subjecting them- 
selves to its radiations. 

All the final processes are car- 
ried out in the laboratory which 
is entirely separated from the fac- 


tory itself. The radium is stored 
in a lead-limed safe in the labora- 
tory, too. And no one but the 


eee 


| chemists who fully understand the 
{danger will be allowed in that 
laboratory. “Te 

It takes a long tie to 
{radium from pitchblende, 
though the ore is the highest 
grade radium ore in the’ world. 
Scientists work for many days to 
bring forth, in a thimblelike con- 
tainer, the valuable salt which is 
used for cancer treatment. 

Away up on Great Bear Lake, 
just outside the Arctic circle, min- 
ers are steadily digging the ore. 
It is often 40-below up there and 
the days are short. When: the ore 
is produced it is shipped to Port 
Hope in laborious manner, for 
transportation is not easy under 
the northern lights. 


But even after its arrival in 
Port Hope, it is a long time before 
the tiny surgical needles are filled.

An enterprising farmer living near 
Wetaskiwin is now burning oats in- 


dollars. stead of coal for fuel. He has checked 


the matter up very carefully and 
contends that it is cheaper to burn 
the oats and in addition he is saved 
the trouble and expense of hauling 
the coal from town. All the experi- 
ments were successful, and he claims 
that the oats make a very good sub- 
stitute for coal. This may be a par- 
tial solution to the grain marketing 
and fuel problem in this community.

of the Alberta Legislature 


The galleries of the Alberta Legis- 
lature were crowded to the doors last 
Monday to hear W. R. Howson, the 
Liberal leader, open the debate on 
the Speech from the Throne. Mr. 
Howson backed up his statements by 
quoting. the printed records of the 
government amd during the course of 
hip address stated that if the gov- 
ernment was to adopt the C.C.F. plat- 
form of nationalization they should 
resign and appeal to the people for a 
new mandate. 

The highlights of his address. were: 

1. That the Liberal policy was a 
homesaving policy as in contrast to 
the new policy of the C.C.F. 
FP. A. government which was a home- 
taking policy through heavy taxation. 
2. That the Debt Adjustment Act 

the ..provincial government, wag, 
not truly a Debt Adjustment Act. Mr. 
Howson wanted a Debt Adjustment 
Act that would adjust the debts and 
not postpone them. 

8. Mr. Howson said there should 
be established by the Government of 
the Dominion of Canada a Federal 
bank under The Finance Act for the 
purpose of directing and controlling 
the issue of currency and the exten- 
sion of credit and particularly for the 
financing of Provinces and Municip- 
alities on the basis:
